ment: and this man had iurildiction & aus 
thozity in deeds of Armes, and matters ot 
warre, both within & without the realme. 
Out of which office, this lower cõſtable- 
ſhip was at the firſtdzawn x fetched, and 
is (as it were) a very finger ofthat hand.

by which theſe lower Conſtables of hun- umg. 


dreds and Franchiſes were firſt ozdained, 
doth (amõgſt other things)appoint, (that 
for the better keeping ok the Peace, two. 
Conſtables in euery Hundred and Fran- 
chiſe, ſhould make the view of Armour. 
Do then, the name of Conſtable ina 
hundred oz Franchiſe doth meane,that he 
is an officer, that ſuppozteth the Kinges 
Maieſtie in the maintenance of his peace, 
within the pꝛecinct of his hũdzed oꝛ fran⸗ 
chile: q be is many times called the High 
Conſtable, in cõpariſon otthe Cõſtables, 
oz pety * be in the townes,

Ans euen 
as ten times ten doe make an hund2ed: ſa, 
becauſe it was then alſo appointed that 
tenne of theſe companies ſhould at cer: 
taine times meete together fo2 their mat⸗ 
ters of greater waigbt, there foꝛe that ge⸗ 
nerall aſſembly(0z court) was (and pet is)

And pet not fa 
vniuerſally, but that ſome ot them haue at 
this dap none other but their olde office,

England, pou ſhall ſee , that where there 


be many Tythingmen in one pariſh, there 
onelp one of them is a Conſtable foꝝ the 
King, and the reſt doe ſerue but as the 
auncient Tythingmen did. Now theres 
foe, hauing ſpoken ofthe names and be⸗ 
ginnings ok theſe inferiour officers of the 
peace,let vs alſo come to the parts of their 
common and ſeuerall dueties. 

Ir Fozaſmuch as a great and chiefe 
part of che dutie both of theſe high Con⸗ 
ſtables, of Lathes, Rapes, Mapentakes, 
Hundzeds, and Franchiſes: and alſo of 
theſe Conſtables, petie Conſtables, Ty- 
thingmen, Borſholders, Borowheades, 
Headborowes, Thirdborowes, chiefe 

ledges, and ſuch like miniſters, by what⸗ 
deuer other names they be called in anie 
Townes, Pariſhes, Tithings, Bozowes, 
Hamlets, oꝛ other places of the Realme, 
doth conſiſt in the maintenance of the 
Kinges Maieſties peace, wherein (as al⸗ 

ſo in ſome other points) the power of them 

all is alike, and but one, wit hin their _ 
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Borſholders, Tythingmen, &c. 11 
rall limits and places of authozity: there» 
foze I thinke it good to ſhew, ſirſt, what 
their common and equall duety is in mats 
ters concerning the peace, epther by their 
owne authozitie , oz vnder the authozitie 
of others: then afterward to declare, what 
their common and like duetie is in ſome 
other thinges not concerning the peace: 
laſtly, to open thoſe thinges wherein they 


baue a diſtinct and ſeuerall duetie, one 


from another ol them. 

12 The Conſeruation(o2 maintenance) 
ok the peace ſtandeth in thzee things, that ner 
is to ſap: firſt, in fozeſeeing that nothing Be

murder, rape, mãflaughter, ę felony whate 
ſoeuer, and euery affraying (oz putting in 
feare) of the Kingeapeople , whether -
